The  great  cave  lately  disroveml  bet>  bat 
been  visited  by  a  mu’tiiudc  of  people  from 
various  point*  of  tl«e  U ulled  Snuen.  Vfa 
think  that  LritefaSeLI  is  refined  to  Indiom 
the  great  "  Mecca"  of  the  world -for  the 
Masonic  fraternity  and  sdcoiista  gener¬ 
ally. 

For  the  last  two  week*  no  one  ho*  been 
admitted  to  the  cave  exoept  upon  prvevnting 
a  written  permit  from  Mr.  Huger*,  and 
thoae  who  have  been  fortunate  enough  to 
obtain  aduiiaudoo  have  been  principally 
scientists  from  abroad,  who  journeyed  here 
to  see  the  great  wonder  for  themselves.
